Leahy always wanted THE HOST as his 
character, but he needed a name for his cohort. 
Greg Gamer, who worked at KAKE-TV in the 50’s 
and later became a news anchor, suggested the 
name RODNEY Tom liked the suggestion and 
went on to create NIGHTMARE featuring THE 
HOST and RODNEY Little did he know that Greg 
had suggested the name because the woman 
who would later become his wife was at the 
time dating a man named RODNEY

By the fall of 1958, the horror host format 
had become so prevalent on national 
television stations that TV GUIDE published 
two articles on the phenomenon. The first 
appeared in the March 29, 1958 issue with 
pictures of hosts from Chicago, Miami and 
Philadelphia. A second article appeared in 
the December 1958 issue and featured 
Wichita's own horror host Tom Leahy as THE 
HOST and Lee Parsons as the first RODNEY

NIGHTAAARE FACTOID *1 
When NIGHTAAARE first appeared in January, 
1958, it joined many of the other horror host 
type programs airing all over the country. 

Each of these shows was taking advantage of 
what was known as the SHOCK film package 
released to television stations during the Fall 
of 1957, in time for Halloween. This film 
package featured the classic horror films 
from the Universal film studio, such as 
FRANKENSTEIN, THE WOLFAAAN, THE 
MUAAMY and DRACULA.
